STATE SHUTDOWN? 
NOT REALLY.

Most Chicagoans won’t notice a short-term 
federal government shutdown, but the effects 
could start to be felt by some if the stalemate 
lingers a few weeks, officials from Springfield 
to City Hall to college campuses indicated 
Monday 

That’s because most agencies can get by for 
a few weeks without federal dollars by tapping 
into reserves. 

Even though Congress did not reach a com- 
promise on the federal budget by Tuesday 
Cook County hospitals still will accept pa- 
tients, college students still will get financial 
aid and the state won’t stop processing unem- 
ployment checks or child support payments. 
But hundreds of thousands of federal workers 
face unpaid furlough days and national his- 
toric sites, including President Abraham Lin- 
coln’s home, could be shuttered. 

Here’s a look at some of the potential ef- 
fects of the shutdown. 


ILLINOIS 

GOVERNMENT 

Gov. Quinn’s budget 
office said most state 
agencies, including 
those that rely on fed- 
eral grants, will have 
enough money to 
provide services in the 
short term. But state 
employees whose 
positions are paid for 
by the federal govern- 
ment may receive lay- 
off notices as early as 
Wednesday. 

At City Hall, a 
spokeswoman for 
Mayor Emanuel said 
she was reluctant to 
speculate on how a 
shutdown might affect 
city government. If it 
were to last three or 
four days, there might 


be little or no effect, 
she said. 

‘Tm not going 
to speculate on a 
doomsday scenario,” 
spokeswoman Sarah 
Hamilton said. “I think 
we all know what that 
looks like.” 

Cook County of- 
ficials say a shutdown 
would not affect pro- 
grams such as the 
Medicaid health care 
program for the poor, 
so hospitals and clin- 
ics will remain open to 
treat patients. 

AIRPORTS 

Furloughs of 

Transportation 

Security 

Administration work- 
ers aren’t expected 



to be significant, with 
all but about 4,000 of 
the more than 59,000 
employees expected 
to be kept on.Airtraf- 
ic controllers and 
equipment techni- 
cians will continue to 
report to work and de- 
lays are not expected, 
officials said, even 
as furloughs were 
planned for adminis- 
trative staff. 

FURLOUGHS 

President Obama’s 
administration has 
instructed federal 
agencies to prepare to 
get by with “skeletal” 
staffing, with hun- 
dreds of thousands 
expected to be placed 
on unpaid furlough. 
That led more than 
50 federal workers 
to gather in Chicago 
on Monday to voice 
their opposition to the 
shutdown. 

FEDERAL COURT 

The court is prepared 
to operate as usual 
for at least the first 
10 days of a govern- 
ment shutdown. 

After Oct. 15, how- 
ever, furloughs could 
kick in. Meanwhile, 



representatives of the 
FBI and U.S. Marshals 
Service in Chicago 
said their operations 
will not be affected as 
they are considered 
essential government 
functions. 

UNIVERSITIES 

The government 
shutdown will have a 
minimal effect initially. 
Campus-based sci- 
entists and research- 
ers whose projects 
are funded by federal 
grants could continue 
their work, but the 
government would 
not make any decision 
on pending grant ap- 
plications or awards. 

For the 14 mil- 
lion students who 
rely on federal 
grants and loans, a 
U.S. Department of 
Education contin- 
gency plan states that 


they “could contin- 
ue as normal.” The 
funding would not 
be affected initially 
because it is based 
on last year’s budget 
and is administered 
through third-party 
vendors or online. But 
there could be rami- 
fications if the shut- 
down extends beyond 
a week. 

HOME LOANS 

A shutdown is not 
expected to have any 
immediate effect on 
home mortgage lend- 
ing, even though the 
federal government 
backs almost 90 per- 
cent of mortgages. 
That’s because Fannie 
Mae and Freddie Mac, 
while overseen by 
the Federal Housing 
Finance Agency, re- 
main privately held 
companies.

*Ghost train’ mystery 


CTA officials baffled by 
collision on Blue Line

Investigators face a daunting challenge to sort 
out the bizarre half-mile journey of an out-of- 
service, possibly driverless CTA “ghost train” 
that breached multiple safeguards before col- 
liding with another Blue Line train Monday 
morning. 

The accident that sent more than 30 people 
to the hospital was unlike any that veteran city 
rail workers say they have seen: A train maneu- 
vers around the curves in the Forest Park rail 
yard, passes through track switches— any one 
of which should have stopped the train— con- 
tinues past the station platform, then climbs 
up and over a small hill near the Eisenhower 
Expressway before accelerating to about 20 
mph and ramming the stopped train at the 
Harlem stop shortly before 8 a.m. 

“The miUion-dollar question is, ‘How did 
this happen?’ ” said Robert Kelly, president of 
the CTA rail workers union. “This is baffling 
everybody” 

The head-on impact occurred with 40 peo- 
ple aboard the standing train. Most of those 
hurt reported only light injuries after the 
crash, during which the front ends of both 
head cars puckered to absorb the force of 
the crash and protect occupants, as they are 
designed to do. The seats in the impact area 
were still intact. 

The unanswered questions are the subject 
of an investigation being led by the National 
Transportation Safety Board. As a precaution, 
the Federaljoint Terrorism Task Force also is 
involved in the investigation, a law enforce- 
ment official said. 

The probe stems from the fact that numer- 
ous redundancies are designed to prevent any 
single break in the safety chain from leading 
to an accident. 

The NTSB investigation includes a team of 
experts who will study the signals, mechani- 
cal systems, operations and the possibility of 
human error, said Tim DePaepe, the safety 
board’s investigator in charge. 

“We don’t jump to conclusions,” DePaepe 
said during a news conference at the accident 
scene. “I’ve heard five different scenarios on 
my drive over here. I can’t believe all five are 
right, because they can’t be.”

Cubs have one 
choice: Girardi

He’s got four World Series rings, roots in the 
Chicago area and experience navigating the 
allegedly haunted halls of Wrigley Field. 

And now that Dale Sveum has been merci- 
fully put out to pasture, it’s time to bring Joe 
Girardi home to Clark and Addison. 

Sveum never had a chance with this roster 
as constructed, with players who should’ve 
been inTriple-A Iowa masquerading as 
major leaguers. It’s unlikely he was fired for 
his record but rather for his inability to get 
through to Starlin Castro— whose absent- 
mindedness in the field and at the plate has 
been infuriating— and other young stars on 
the roster. 

Given his ability to handle the likes of 
Alex Rodriguez, something tells me Girardi 
wouldn’t have that problem. 

It is a match made in baseball heaven, an 
opportunity for Theo Epstein to do what 
the Cubs should’ve done nearly a decade ago 
when Girardi was initially available. 

Given the state of the N. Y. Yankees’ 
roster, it’s hard to imagine Girardi wanting 
to return to what can only be described as a 
circus. The team’s high-priced stars are aging 
and there’s no real help on the way in the 
farm system. The fact that Girardi was able 
to lead the 2013 Bronx Bombers to the brink 
of a playoff spot featuring a roster that was 
duct-taped together using spare parts shows 
he’s more than capable of making something 
out of nothing. And that’s the kind of guy the 
Cubs could use right now. 

If Epstein and his team are serious about 
expediting the latest and greatest rebuilding 
phase on the North Side, Girardi is the only 
answer moving forward. With all due respect 
to Sveum, Girardi is everything Sveum is not: 
a proven leader capable of shaping young tal- 
ent and making the most with what he’s been 
handed roster-wise. 

His take-no-prisoners managing style has 
earned him respect in clubhouses and front 
offices. He’s a proven winner with three 
World Series rings as a player and a fourth as 
a manager (with the 2009 Yankees). 

He’s also been in a similar situation to the 
one he’d find himself in with the Cubs. 

In 2006, Girardi took a young Florida 
team that wasn’t expected to do much and 
made the Marlins somewhat respectable. 



BIGGER PICTURE 

The Cubs fired manager Dale Sveum on 
Monday after just two years on the job. He 
posted an overall record of 127-197. Theo 
Epstein, Cubs president of baseball opera- 
tions, had this to say: “Today’s decision was 
absolutely not made to provide a scapegoat 
for our shortcomings or to distract from 
our biggest issue-a shortage of talent at 
the major league level. ... Today’s decision, 
which was painful for all of us, was made 
to move us closer to fulfilling our ultimate 
long-term vision for the Cubs.’’ 


putting together a surprising 78-84 campaign 
that earned him Manager of the Year honors. 

With nothing but constant talk of Next 
Year on the North Side, it’d be nice to see 
Cubs brass go after someone who is more 
than just a placeholder, like Sveum was. Gi- 
rardi might not be the ultimate answer when 
it comes to getting the Cubs to the World 
Series, but hiring him away from the Yankees 
would be a giant step in showing the team is 
serious about winning before the start of the 
next century
